CARE  OF  GLADIOLUS 

No  single  item  less  than  ten  cents,  and  no  orders  will  be  filled  that  amount  to 
less  than  one  dollar,  as  these  can  only  be  filled  at  a  loss. 

I  exert  the  greatest  care  in  keeping  the  stock  pure,  but  cannot  assume  any 
responsibility  for  crops  other  than  to  replace  any  bulb  not  found  true  to  name  or 
refund  the  money  received  for  the  same. 

SIZES  OF  BULBS 

I  only  list  three  sizes.  The  large  are  one  inch  and  up,  the  medium  are  under 
one  inch  to  one-half  inch,  and  the  small  one-half  inch  and  down. 

Open  the  packages  as  soon  as  you  receive  them  so  that  they  may  have  ah’, 
and  store  in  a  cool  place  until  planting  time.  Any  good  garden  soil  will  grow 
Glads  if  well  tended.  Plant  in  full  sunshine  away  from  trees  or  building.  Plant 
bulblets  as  soon  as  ground  can  be  made  in  fine  shape.  Sow  bulblets  like  peas  and 
cover  about  one  and  one-half  inches  deep.  Plant  bulbs  later,  any  time  from  May 
1st  to  June  10th  in  Central  states.  Plant  small  bulbs  two  inches  deep;  large  bulbs 
three  to  four  inches  deep.  Give  them  a  good  soaking  once  a  week  in  dry  weather 
if  possible  and  cultivate  as  soon  as  ground  is  in  good  condition.  However,  Glads 
will  endure  lots  of  dry  weather  if  planted  in  good  soil  and  kept  well  cultivated. 
When  cutting  the  flower  spikes  leave  at  least  four  leaves  on  the  plant  to  mature 
the  bulbs.  Dig  in  fall  when  leaves  have  turned  brown  or  after  the  first  frost. 
Cure  in  partially  shaded  place  a  few  days,  then  remove  old  bulbs  and  store  in 
cool,  frost-proof  cellar  in  sacks  or  boxes  not  over  four  inches  deep. 

Can  also  supply  fine  mixtures;  large  bulbs  grown  from  bulblets  or  small  bulbs 
at  thirty-five  cents  per  dozen,  one  hundred  for  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents. 
Small  bulbs  at  one-half  this  price.
